Marketing Association to Ship 
Cattle. 
The regular shipping day of the 
association will be 
the 
25th ot 
February. At that time the asso­ 
ciation will ship cattle as well as 
bogs. 
Anyone having a few cat­ 
tle to ship, bring in their stutl and 
Mr. L a n e , the association 
sales 
manager, will go with the ship­ 
ment to Fort Worth and see to the 
marketing of them. 
I here will 
likely be at least a ear of cattle 
so the stuff will be assured of a 
good price at the least expense. 


The chief interest in tin* Euro­ 
pean war is now centered on the 
stru g g le in northen Hungary in 
the Carpathian mountains. 
Here 
tin* Germans have reinforced the 
Austrian», and with the combined1 
army of about 400,000 men, they 
are trying to drive the Russians 
out of Hungary. For a week there 
has been steady fighting all along 
the line from east Prussia to the 
armies on the northern boundary 
of Turkey. The Russians now out­ 
number the Austrians an<$ Ger­ 
mans, and it is said that the Ger­ 
mans have to rush troops from 
one part of the line to another to 
have enough troops to carry out 
their offensive campaign. 
In almost all of the engagements 
for the past week the 
Russians 
have had the advantage. One rea­ 
son they have been for the most 
part on the defensive, and the in­ 
tense cold is not such a great dis­ 
advantage to them as it is to the 
Germans and Austrians. The loss­ 
es of the Germans have been enor­ 
mous in the last week. 
Military 
experts think that they will not be 
able to continue 
their sacrifice 
much longer. Air raids have been 
reported on tin* Turkish front of 
Adrianople by allied airmen. Also 
French and English airmen have 
done considerable damage to the 
German w o rk s at Düsseldorf Ger­ 
many. 
In France there has 
been no 
change for the lasH week. There 
has been no fighting, but occasion­ 
al artillery duals and trench war- 
far»*. 
Lord Kitchener, English minis­ 
ter of war, said when asked when 
the war would end that he did not 
know when it would end, but he 
did know when it would begin, lb* 
said that England would put a 
million new men in the field in 
May. Then tin* war would really 
begin. It is likely that there will 
b»* very little activity in the west 
before then, as neither 
side is 
strong enough to gain an advant­ 
age against the other.

Three thousand four 
hundred 
and forty-eight poll 
taxes were 
paid in tin* county this year. This 
is nine hundred short ot tin* poll 
tax paid last year. The^eeson for 
this it is thought is that many vot­ 
ers prefer to work th»* tax out on 
th»* roads instead of paying th«* 
county, also many 
p«*ople have 
moved out of the county tempor­ 
arily to get work in the cotton 
fields of the west. 
Taxes, however, exceed expecta­ 
tions. 
The collections amounted 
to $109,790.90. 
The total assess­ 
ment was $128,135.50. This leaves 
only about twenty-seven thousand 
delinquent, which is about the us­ 
ual amount. Mr. Palmer says that 
he is going to 
take 
immediate 
step» to collect all delinquent tax­ 
es. 
Of the twenty-thiee thousand 
special school taxes assessed, over 
twenty thousand has been paid. 
This is better than was anticipat­ 
ed. There are only a few districts 
in the county that failed to get all 
of their assessments.

This money will go 
into tin* treasury of the associa­ 
tion to pay its expenses, and at 
any time that theie is a surplus, 
the commission can 1><* reduced to 
adequately meet expenses and no 
more. 
It was decided at tht* meeting 
to charge a dollar membership f«*«* 
to be paid the first shipment with 
the association. 
This will make 
every person who ships with th«* 
association a member. Every far­ 
mer and business man in tin* coun­ 
ty ought to be a member, an«l 
th«*re is no question that as soon 


a s they find out what is to b«* done 
that they will he members.

REDUCES EXPENSES 


Abolish Fire Department and 8eU 
the Horses—Reduce Salary of 
Chief of Police. 


At th«* regular meeting of the 
City Council Monday night it waa 
decided that the fire department 
would be discontinued after the 
and swept across 7,000 bales of first of March and that the fire 
cotton. Th«* compress owned by j horses would be sold. 
1 his waa 
the T«*xas Compress company of thought necessary in order to re- 
Waco, valued at $50,000 was com­ 
pletely destroyed. There were 9,- 
000 bales of cotton on th«* wharfs 
and in the compress yard and be­ 
tween 7,000 and 7,500 bales^were 
destroyed. Th«* Santa Fe had two 
switch engines in the yard, but de­ 
spite the heroic work of the crews 
the company lost nine cars loaded 
with cotton. The A. & S. lost four 
cars loaded with cotton. The fire 
spread from the fire to the resi­ 
dence district and seven houses 
were caught and were damgged, 
but the fire company aided by 
practically every man in the city 
that could carry a bucket, checked 
the flames. 
The fire is supposed to have or­ 
iginated from a 
spark 
from a 
brush pile burning on the banks of 
the river, just south of the com­ 
press. 
A strong wind from the south 
rapidly carried th<* flames across 
the thousands of bales of cotton 
and into tht* residence district. 
The local compress has been run­ 
ning on full tiin«* during the pres­ 
ent season and has 
compressed 
about 75,000 bales, and was work­ 
ing a force of 100 men. The loss 
is th«* greatest ever experienced 
from fire in this city. 


due«* th«* expense of th«* city. Also 
in th«* same liu«‘ and for the same 
reason the salary of the city mar­ 
shall was reduced from fifty to 
thirty-five dollars per month.

Passed under tin* pressure of public opin­ 
ion, roused by th»* “ white slavery” exposure and 
the resultant reform propaganda, it was draw n in 
such general terms us also to impose upon the ted- 
«*ral government duties of moral discipline entirely 
within the powers of the states. 
To the zealous 
moralist and the unthinking this result was to be 
welcomed because federal agencies of prosecution 
ar«* now supposed to he more vigorous and unspar­ 
ing than local agencies. 
Hut simply shifting res­ 
ponsibility from one agency to another is to obtain 
temporary benefits at th«* exp«*nse of deteriorating 
both agencies in th«* long run.—( hicago Tribune.

The Fnit«*«l States government lias taken the wise 
and honorable eours«* of laying down principles 
which govern its policy of neutrality in a stat«* 
paper of arresting power. 
Not content with theo­

manner; and it will be difficult after this tor any 


criticism if the practical details of that policy, 
though it be “ made in Germany,” with ten times 
the usual skill of that people, to make such head* f t 
way among the thinking people of th<* American ' 


republic. 
It should never he forgotten that the American 
government is in a very unusual ami delicate posu- 
tion in this war. 
It is not only a Democratic gov­ 
ernment, securing its powers of government wholly 
from “ tin* consent of the governed," but it must 
secure these powers from the most diverse and com - 
mingled community in the world. 
Consequently the American executive is bound 
to justify itself— not only or even chiefly to th«* 
embattled sections of its own people. 
This is prac- 
* 
tieally an unparalleled experience for a* great neu 
tral government. 
Italy has only to please and satk. 
isfv Italians. 
Roumania is looking aft«*r the v irii^ 
and alert Roumanian race—and no other. 
But th«* 
American government must reckon among its sup­ 
porters—and judges 
men of British and G ennai\ 
blood, and racial representatives of every flag un«' 
d«*r fire. 
This is why this document is prepared 
and presented to tin* American people. 
They ar« 
the real critics of American policy—not, as is usual, 
, tin* diplomats of foreign capitals.— Montreal Star.

East Saturday »it tw elve-thirty 
Judge* J, M. H all, soldier, jurist, 
and Christian gentlem an, went 
an swer to tin* roll ejill of united 
veterans of all lands and all tinu* 
who have “ fought a good fight. ] 
kept tin* faith, finished the course, 
j 
I So modest and unobtrusive was , 
his daily life among us. that pus , 
si My only a few who knew him . 
most intimately realized that this 
man was a hero both of war and of 
peace. One of those stalwart char­ 
acters who turned from the front 
rank of battle only to take up ser­ 
vice in the front rank of those for­ 
ces that built bulwarks of law, or­ 
der and justice in the broken and 
disorganized Southland. 
Judge Hall was a few months 
more than eighty-six years of age. 
Fifty years of this long life having 
been spent in Tekas. 
He was a 
native of Alabama and served his 
state in the Civil war as Captain, 
Lieutenant Colonel and 
A olonel. 
Besides sacrifice and service he 
gave to 
the 
“ lost cause, 
his 
strong right arm, 
receiving 
at 
Spottslvania court house a wound 
which necessitated three am puta­ 
tions of portions of the 
injured 
member. Thus maimed ami w eak­ 
ened from the physical ordeals 
through which In* bad passed, h< 
was unable to rtum to service in 
1864; though at this time he had 
been commissioned Brigadier Gen­ 


eral. 
As many another Southern girl 
w aited through the long years of 
deadly struggle for her sweetheart 
to return and claim her, so had a 
beautiful daughter 
of

South been w aiting to link her 
life w ith his, and face tl^e pro­

In 1864 he was married to Miss
